Mr. Gladstone has in the case of Ire- 
land, as in that of the Transvaal, dis 
carded all that prejudice 
might dictate in lesser men, and bas 
framed a liberal land measure to follow 
the coercion and arms bills. The two last 
named bills were devised to restore order 
to the unhappy island, and the object of 
. the land bill is to settle on a just basis the

relation of landlord and 
which have sprung all the troubles of the 
past two years. 

It is not too much to say that the new 
land bill is a remarkably bold as well as 
just measure. When the fact is consid- 
ered that the landlord class elect mem- 
bers of parliament and rule the kingdom, 
it will be conceded that there is singular 


boldness in the new bill. In the 
tirst place it deprives the 
landlords of absolute control 


of their lands, by constituting a court 
that-isto have cognizance alike of the 
rent, the terfure and assignment. This 
land court sitting in. Dublin, with sub- 
courts wherever they may be. needed, is 
the céntral and chief featureof the new 
bill. The three F’s—free sale, fair rent 
and fixity of “tenure~are guaranteed 
through the operations of the court: If 
atenant wishes to sell, the landlord can 
only prevent asale by showing to the 
court that “reasonable grounds” exist 
against it. The burden of proof is on 
the landlord. A tenant can go the court 
and have his rent judicially determined 
for a period of fifteen years. This 
ensures a fair rent, and the bill contains 
provisions against arbitrary evictions in 
the shape of heavy payments. The 
many features of the landiord and tenant 
portion of the bill are almost wholly 
embraced in the provision of a tribunal 
to settle disputes between the two 
classes, 

The bill is not however confined 
to the subject of disputes. It proposes 
to assist tenants to purchase 
their holdings; to purchase for the pur- 
pose of resale lands from landlords who 
desire to sell, to assist in reclaiming waste 
lands, and to make advances in promo- 
tion of emigration. It does not, it will 
be observed, adopt the Parnell maxim, 
“the landlords must go;” it does not say 
to any man that he shall sell his land at 
a sum to be named by a court of arbitra. 

‘tion; it simply provides without limit for 
the purchase of such lands as are in the 
market, and for their resales on terms 
that will save the government from loss. 

The bill is certainly a just measure: It 
will not satisfy the land league who de- 
mand that the tillers of the soil shal 
forthwith become proprietors; nor will it 
satisfy the tories who want no innovation 
in land tenure; but these extremists 

-will perhaps see that the bill 
is a reasonable compromise, 
It will bring relief to the tenants who 
have cruel and arbitrary landlords gen- 
erally, absent jordlings—and it will not 
alarm the landlord class. It is probably 
the best measure that the tory strength 
will admit of.. Its passage in the house 
is not a matter of doubt, and the sober 
second thought of the peers may cause it 
to slip through the house of lords with- 
out material amendment. But if it 
should be defeated in the upper house, 
Mr. Gladstone would beyond all question 
dissolve parliament and appeal to the 
country. The response would be so 
plain that the peers would not dare to 
oppose it; for if they should, the ayita- 
tion would cross the chanrel, and the

Mr, Garfield and the Mahone Contest 

The most astonishing phase of current 
polities, as we have taken occasion to 
point out heretofore, is the attempt of 


publican newspapers to convince th

suit in the defeat and final destruction of

the‘democratic party in the south. Even 
some of the independent newspapers 
with republican proclivities seem to be of 
the opinion that the bargain with Mahone 
is the beginning of a new era of “liber- 
“alism” in southern politics, and they 
justify the trade that has been made on 
the ground that it is a blow at what they 
are pleased to term “Bourbon rule.” 

The republican senators, having se- 
cured the co-operation of Mahone in the 
organization of the senate by the promise 
of patronage, now contend that it isa 
duty they owe the country to appoint to 
office Gorham, who jockeyed and 
groomed the Virginia senator, and Rid- 
dleberger, who is Mahone’s henchman. 
Thus insisting, they refuse to go on with 
the public business, and they add to the 
arguments in justification of their atti- 
tude the statement that Mahone’s ind>-- 
pendent position entitles him to the sym- 
pathy and support of the republicans 
who are anxious to destroy Bourbon rule 
at the south. 

It is absurd to say, however, that Ma- 
hone isindependent. In no sensecan his 
position be said to be one of independ- 
ence. He cast his vote with the republicans 
for a consideration. The bargain was as 
forma! and as deliberate as the transfer 
of a piece of real estate, The republicans 
dé not pretend to deny it, but excuse it 
as part ofa definitely organized plan to 
defeat and destroy the democratic party 
in the south. The chief—indeed, the 
only—abjection to Mabone’s position is 
that it lacks the essence of independence. 
He missed the opportunity to make his 
attitude impressive. If he had voted 
with the republicans without asking for 
their patronage—if he had refused to ac- 
cept it when offered—we might have had 
reasons for suspecting his judgments but 
none for doubting the. sincerity of 
his motives. As matters stand, there 
is no room to doubt his motives, for 
he has taken pains to advertise himself 
as a political mercenary. The curious 
part of the affair is that respectab.e 
republican papers should even pretend 
to believe that such a movement will 
have any other effect than to strengthen 
and solidify the democratic party in the 
south. 

The most astonishing development in 
the whole business, however, is the atti- 
tude which Mr. Garfield has ehosen to 
assume in connection with the Mahone 
dicker. We had hoped that the new 
president would go into the white 
house armed with that large knowl- 
men and things which 
is the basis of broad, national 
views. The tenor of this inaugural 
address justified this hope. It seemed to 
be certain that Mr. Garfield would not 
hesitate to adjust his administration so 
as to meet the expectations of those whe 
had led the new developments of senti- 
ment and feeling in the south. What 
was he asked to do? Not to give out any 
offices to democrats, nor to inagurate any 
“southern policy,’’ but merely treat the 
south as a definite part of the union, and 
to deal justly with the people. He was 
asked to make himself the president not 
ofa party, but of the whole country— 
to give emphasis to the fact that, while 
a president may be a party man, it is a 
part of the duties of his .high 
office to deal impartially with the people 
of all sections, and to take an unpartisan 
view of all questions of public concern. 

We have alluded to the new develop- 
ments of sentiment and feeling in the 
south. These new developments were 
not confined to any state in the south, 
but they had their most conspicuous 
manifestation in Georgia in the election 
of ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown. to the 
senate. If is true, they were not in the 
direction of republicanism, but they were 
in the direction of patriotism. They in- 
volyed a disposition on the part of the 
southern people to see their senators and 
representatives give a reasonably cordial 
and dignified support to the policy of the 
new administration. This is the dispo- 
sition of the southern people to-day. 
They are tired of merely partisan poli- 
tics, and they are anxious to see bith the 
president and congress venture beyond 
the limits and limitations of partisanship 
and get into broader and more genial 
and patriotic fields of politics. 

But what encouragement does thenew 
administration give to this disposition? 
[t is a thousand times more important to 
the unity of the sections and the country 
at large than any such bargain as Mahone 
has made could possibly be. It is a lib- 
eraland a patriotic movement in every 
respect—im pressive and widespread—but 
what is Mr. Garfield’s attitude? He 
chooses to flout it altogether. Whether 
he is carrying out his own desires or 
whether he is acting under the advice of 
Mr. Blaine, we do not know. We only 
know that he has chosen to ignore the 
disposition of the southern democrats to 
support the public policy of his adminis- 
tration, and prefers to pin a huge bou- 
quet upon the lapel of Mahone’s duster. 

The attitude of Mr. Garfield in this 
business is the more astonishing since in 
a very few weeks he will be engaged in a 
contest with Conkling in which he will 
need the support of the _ geuth- 
ern senators. How does he 
expect to secure this'support? By send- 
ing bouquets to Mahone and otherwise 
expressing his appreciation of the results 
of bribery? By holding the administra- 
tion senators—if there are any—up to 
the decrees of the caucus, and advising 
them to obstruct the public business 
until December rather than not consnm- 
mate the bargain with Mahone? We 
are of the opinion that the administra- 
tion is making a serious mistake in this 
business. If it has any influence upon 
the republican senators, it should advise 
them to drop Gorham and Riddleberger, 
fo if Mr. Garfield continues to sympa- 
thize with the purposes of the deadlock, 
Mr. Conkling will gain something more 
than a substantial victory. 
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Tar New York Tribune has grown tired 
of Gorham. It will become fatigued with 
Mahone when it discovers, in due course of 
time, that he is merely Gorham’s proxy. 


“Gat” says that Conkling has tollowers 
and flunkies on the democratic side of the 
senate. We would be glad to know the 
names of these flunkies. It is highly geces- 
sary that they should be spread on the 
minutes—so to speak.

That He Thinks the Southern People 
are Improving Wonderfully. 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 

The many friends of the Rey. John H. 
Heygood were delighted to welcome him to 
his old home yesterday. Dr. Heywood 
seems to be in excellent health and in fine 
spirits. He hes been absent from Boston 
for about six months, and he will remain 
in this city and vicinity for several weeks. 
Three months he was in Baltimore, and 
then he went through the south on an ex- 
tended tour of observation, caring especia’- 
ly to understand what is the condition cf 
education, what its future prospectand what 
the spirit of the southern people in regard 
to it. 

Dr. Heywood spent a short time at Wil- 
mington, N. C, and saw all around him 
indications of an awakening. Great interest 
was manifested by men of every class, not 
only in the improvement of the country in 
its mgierial aspects, but a desire for greater 
educational facilities. At Charleston thee 
are signs of progress in every walk of life. 
The phosphate beds have been of great 
commercial value not only to Charleston 
but to the entire south. There are stil! in 
Charlest0h relics of the old regime, but 
there is a noticeable spurt of progress and 
of growing toleration. Business there is 
extending, and considerable capital is 
invested and to be invested in cotton mills 
ard in other kinds of machinery. 

“But,” said Dr. Heywood, ‘while all was 
pleasing and surprising, it did not prepare 
me forwhat | saw in and around Atlanta 
There is little or nothing in that wonder- 
ful place that tells of the past; it is entirely 
dominated by a commendable spirit of 
progress and advancement. It is pushing, 
energetic, enterprising. It talked with 
men of every class—politicians, preachers, 
editors, merchants, mar.ufacturers, railroad 
men and fai mers; they all bave their faces 
turned to the future. Senator Brown is 
perhaps the most influential person in the 
community. Ido not know what he wi!l 
do politically, but I know that he 
is doing much every way for the 
advancement of his people. He and those 
about him are eager for an increase of edu- 
cational! facilities and an improvement in 
educational methods, and they are seeking 
to have the colored man as weil as the white 
share in its benefits. The school there for 
the education of colored teachers is duing a 
grand work, and it is sending teachers a'] 
over tbesouth. Georgia is truly the empire 
state of the south, and Atlanta is its repre- 
sentative city. The c»ming cotton exhibi- 
tion is projected on a lar.e scale, and it 
cannot fail to bave an excellent effect 
on the agriculiural and manufacturing 
interests. The spirit of toleration is 
steadily growing; the force of law is felt 
everywhere. All admit a change, and a 
change for the better. I was told of outrages 
some time back that were not punished, 
but public sentiment now demands that 
the law protect alike the white and the 
black, the republican and the democrat. 
Only a short time ago a party ot lawless 
roughs attacked the cabin a poor negro man 
and fired. into it, wounding his daughter. 
Governor Colquitt at once ordered a force of 


militia to support the sberiff, and 
the guilty men will be pun’ 
ished.

dence of advancement is seen. Vanderbilt 


is a great institution, and it is steadily 
widening its influence and advancirg its 
standards. Fisk university is doing great 
good; it bas a large number of students 
who are faithful and devoted, and on fin- 
ishing their course at that institution they 
become teachers, and thus the good done is 
cumulative.’ Dr. Heywood is very enthu.

WHAT THE PEOPLE ARE DOING. 


A Negro Girl Murdered Near Warrenton—A Sin- 
gular Experience—Disastrons Fires in 
Webster County—The Griffin Prize 
Drill—What the Papers Say. 


By Mail and Wire to The Constitution. 
Warrenton, April 8—The Clipper re- 
cords the following: One of the most borri- ! 
ble murders that has ever blackened the 
pages of the history of our county wascom- 
mitted at Wheeler’s Crossing, near Mayfield, 
last Saturday night. We have taken the 
pains to bunt the facts, and the following is 
what we got fron an intelligent source: 
Kitty Pringle, a colored girl about 14 years 
of age, was on her way to a party at Mayfield 
depot, in company with Ned Jones, a col 
ored youth, about twenty-one years old, the 
girl’s mother and several others, Just as 
they were passing the crossing, and Ned 
with Kitty, who were about the center of 
the company, had reached the lane crossing 
the Macon and Augusta railroad, agun shot 
was fired from the right-hand front corner, 
taking effect in Kitty’s collar-bone to the 
right of the throat and ranging so as to 
come out near the lower point of the left 
shoulder on the back. Death immediately 
followed. The perties connected with the 
occurrence live at Mr. Anderson’s and 
vicinity, and were proceeding from that 
quarter when the killing was done, It was 
about nine o'clock at night when the 
gun fired. Ned Jones turned from the fall- 
ing girl and fled; the others with the horror 
stricken mother remained and heard some 


one run up along the fence of the Jane from 
the right hand corver towards the wagon 
road. Circumstances pointed to Walter 
Thomas, a colored man aboat twenty one, 
as the murderer, and the verdict of thein 
quest was that ‘Kitty came io ber death b 
a gunshot wound from a gunin the bands 
of Walter Thomas,’ and his arrest soon fol- 
lowed as he lived on Mr. Anderson’s place 
and perhaps made no effort to escape. His 
case is now pending in our superior court. 
The wound made by the shot indicated 
that it wasa slug or minie ball from an 
army gun. The prevailing opinion is, that 
the shot was intended for Ned Jones.
